FASTEST BOAT AFLOAT. 


Steam Yaclit Arrow, V/liicJi Broke 


All Records For Sliced. 


When Charles R. Flint's steam yacht 


Arrow ran a raile in 1m. 19.8'Js. 011 
the Hudson river the other day, she 
proved herself the fastest boat afloat. 


Her lime for one knot, the nautical 


mile, on a course measured and certi- 
fied to by United States go\ eminent 
engineers was 1m. 32s. This was at the 
rate of 3D. 13 knots, or 45.00 statute 
miles, per hour. 


The ncx-t fastest time ever made on 


the water was that of the British tor- 
pedo boat destroyer Viper, which in a 
private trial, with less than her full 
crew aboard, ran one mile at the rate 
of 30.4 knots, or 43 statute miles, per 
hour. She afterward broke in two 
•while speeding in the English channel. 


The Arrow had not been in drydock 


since she was put in commission last 
June. Her hull is made of steel frames 
covered with fine and highly polished 
mahogany planking. Her uuderbody is 
coated with gieen iioncorroshe paint. 
She is commanded by Captain D. C. 
Packard, who was at the -wheel during 
the test. Jefferson S. Briggs is the 
chief engineer.

carried 400 pounds of steam in her

existence of the fine Eskimo native 
race inhabiting the interior and north- 
ern portion of Alaska. 
Before- the 


white trappers, hunters, traders and 
miners invaded their domain these 
people lived on fish, caribou, moose 
and bear. They clad themselves in tbe 
skins of the animals they killed and 
lived their lives and. went to Eskimo 
heaven in their own way. 


Then the white man, the destroyer, 


came. He killed their game, caught 
their fish and brought them whisky. 
From this it resulted that the natives 
were rapidly dying off. One man saw 
it all, and his heart grieved for them, 
for they are a fine people, superior to 
the red Indians farther south. The 
Eskimo Alaskan native is brown 
skinned, like a Japanese. The one per- 
son who grieved that they were van- 
ishing was a white mac and a mis- 
sionary, Rev. Sheldon Jackson. A min- 
ister of the Presbyterian church for 
more than thirty years, he had been 
preaching and practicing Christianity 
among the aborigines of America from 
Canada to Mexico, from the terminus 
of civilization ns its line stretched 
westward any where rfrom old Califor- 
nia on the south to Point Barrow, our 
most northwesterly settlement, on the 
corner of Alaska and the Arctic ocean. 


He loved the native people of 


Alaska, for he saw how capable they 
were. It seemed to him he was help- 
less to save them. He thought and 
thought the case over, asking himself 
what 
could 
be done. Finally tbe 


United States government recognized 
his disinterested work for the uplift- 
ing of the natives and made him com- 
missioner of education for all Alaska. 
That gave him somewhat more of pow- 
er and authority. 


Still trying to find a way to keep the 


bodies of his people from starving 
while he saved their souls, at length 
a happy thought struck him. In his 
far northwestern journeys he had 
learned how the Siberians of north- 
eastern Russia depend for their com- 
fortable existence on the reindeer, tbat 
gives them food, clothing and trans- 
portation. It can travel ten miles an 
hour all day and draw a 200 pound 
load. All Alaska is covered eighteen 
Inches deep with the moss on which the 
reindeer subsists and grows fat What 
the reindeer would do for the Siberian 
natives it would also do for their 
kindred race in Alaska, if it could be 
domesticated. 


Dr. Jackson urged the matter on the 


government The race of Alaskan na- 
tives was dying of starvation. Some- 
thing must be done to save them. 
At 


length the national authorities appro- 
priated money to bring several hun- 
dred of tbe deer across from Asia to 
our side. They were brought 
and 


turned loose with tbe expectation that 
they would loot out for themselves and 
multiply. In a short time the most 
beautiful reindeer skin coats with ex- 
quisitely wrought walrus tooth but- 
tons began to be offered for sale at St. 
Michael's and elsewhere, I have seen 
these many a time Five of tbe deer 
were loosed here on the island at Dutch 
Harbor. 
Instead of multiplying as 


they should have done and would hnvc ; 
done if they had been let alone, before 
long only two were left Hunters had 
killed the others. It was plain tbe 
turning loose plan would not do. 


Told of Jn.itIce Gray. 


The retirement of Justice Gray of 


the United States supreme court has 
furnished a text for many reminis- 
cences of his earlier, days. While he 
was a member of the supreme court of 
Massachusetts he had an amusing ex- 
perience with a certain Boston lawyer, 
an exceedingly pious man with a taste 
for evangelization, who had his letter- 
heads printed with a verse from Scrip 
ture in large type following the name 
and address. On one occasion, having 
to make an ex parte preliminary argu- 
ment before Judge Gray in chambers 
in which it would be necessary to dis- 
close certain parts of his client's case 
which he desired not to make generally 
public until the trial, he wrote the 
judge a note, asking tbat be be allowed 
an opportunity to speak to him in pri- 
vate. He was somewhat chagrined 
when his note came back to him with 
a scrawl across the bottom, "Request 
denied, with a suggestion from the 
court that counsel base future petitions 
on a more appropriate citation."

One day in the cloakroom the vexed 


question of the transmission of certain 
qualities from parent to offspring, both 
in the human race and among the low- 
er animals, was the theme of conversa- 
tion. It ranged all the way from the 
fad of the eccentric Frenchman, who 
had left a large fortune in trust for the 
purpose of propagating a race of giants, 
to the breeding of bobtail pups. Rumi- 
nating upon what I heard, I collated 
certain facts which may be of interest. 
What Jefferson Meant, 


"Is there any such thing as heredity 


in American politics?" is a question 
which affords food for reflection to 
sociologists, philosophers and states- 
men. 
Evidently Thomas Jefferson did 


not intend there should be, for the en- 
tire theory of our institutions is bot- 
tomed on this famous dictum, "All men 
are created equal." He never meant, 
as some hypercritical persons who 
were either stupid or decidedly un- 
candid have tried to make It appear, 
that all men have tbe same endow- 
ments of mind, soul and body. 


Such an assumption would have been 


preposterous, and most assuredly Jef- 
ferson did not deal in the preposterous. 
With his exquisite intellect he could 
not have thought that the chances of 
all men for political preferment are 
equal. He understood too well the phi- 
losophy of environment and how great 
a part luck or accident plays in the af- 
fairs of men. 


What he meant and all he meant was 


that all men are endowed by nature 
with equal political rights, and I am in- 
clined to think he used "men" as a ge- 
neric term, like the Latin "homo," in- 
cluding the women also. His immortal 
saying contains the entire motive pow- 
er of that leveling process which has 
been abroad in the world for more than 
a century. 
The Adams Family. 


When the constitution was adopted, 


so thoroughly did the idea of heredi- 
tary political honors appear to be ex- 
ploded in this country that the prophet 
would have been hooted at who pre- 
dicted that in the first century of con- 
stitutional government a fattier and a 
son of one family and a grandfather 
and grandson of another would all be 
presidents of the republic, while the 
sons of two other presidents would be 
mentioned as a" possible presidential 
team. 


It is true that John Quincy Adams 


was an abler man than old John and 
that General Benjamin Harrison easily 
outclassed 
General 
William - Henry 


Harrison. But no man who regards 
truth and who takes cognizance of thr 
doctrine of cause and effect will for 


plrcd. He was embassador to tbe court 
of St. James after having been secre- 
tary of stntf. 


His grandfather, James A., who wan 


the founder of tbe dynasty and who 
succeeded ills own father-in-law in the 
senate, served as one of tbe commis- 
sioners to Client and declined the mis- 
sions to both France and Itussln. 


The strange upectacle was once pre- 


sented in the land of the Blue Hen's 
Chickens of three Saulsbury brothers 
beliij; candidates for the United States 
senate ngainst each other. One of them 
did actually succeed the other. If the 
Republicans had not captured the state, 
the third Saulsbury brother would ulti- 
mately have taken his turn. 


Ell Saulsbury always boasted that be 


was the only man that ever served 
more than six years on one election to 
the senate. This is how he did it: When 
the hands of the clock marked the 
hour of 12 noon, at which time his term 
expired, he was up making a speech, 
and they couldn't choke him off till he 
had spoken 20 minutes beyond his sen- 
atorial life. 


Senator Nat Claiborne once ran 


against and defeated his father for the 
Virginia legislature. 


Jeremiah S. Black In his younger 


days was nominated against his father 
for congress, but declined, very much 
to his honor. 
Simon Cameron's Wit. 


Missouri has tbe distinction of hav- 


ing among her governors a father and 
son, the Marniadukes, and she fondly 
cherishes the memories of both. In- 
deed by affinity and consanguinity that 
family has furnished three governors, 
for Hon. Claihurn F. Jackson married 
seriatim three maternal aunts of Gen- 
eral John S. Marinnduke. It is com- 
monly reported that when be asked old 
Dr. Sappington for his third daughter 
the knight of the pill bags replied, "All 
right, Claib, take her, but for heaven's 
sake don't come back for the old wo- 
man." 


In comparatively recent yviars Simon 


Cameron, while lie was sure of the 
Pennsylvania machine, resigned a seat 
in the senate in the middle of his 
term In order to have his son elected 
as his successor. Simon had also been 
secretary of war and minister to Rus- 
sia. But Don was by no means ob- 
scure when he succeeded to the cunile 
chair of his wily sire, for he had been 
secretary of war under Grant, which 
place, however, he most likely obtain- 
ed out of a desire on the president's 
part to please "the Winnebago Chief- 
tain," as the head of the Clan Cameron 
was dubbed. 


Two sayings of the elder Cameron 


are not inapropos. Once he remark- 
ed, "I had one great advantage over 
Don—I was born poor." 
On another 


occasion, when wrangling with Don 
about his high handed methods of pro- 
cedure, he said, "Don, you are much 
richer than I, but I'll bave a blamed 
sight more mourners at my funeral 
than you will." 


At one time two of the finest orators 


in the senate were uncle and nephew— 
Voorhees of Indiana and Dubois of 
Idaho. At another time during his long 
senatorial career one of Voorhees' sons 
sat in the house for two terms as a del- 
egate from Washington territory.
